THE UPPER NILE SETTLEMENT. . 


Something in the natare Oof\a historical 
retrospect: is necessary in. order~to appreciate 
the significance of the settlement which has 
been arrived at between Great Britain and the 
Congo Free State with respect to certain 
disputed territory on the Upper Nile. Tv 
understand the canees which have led to the 
friction between the two Powers. it is neces- 
sary to go’ back to 18%5, when’ the Egyptian 
Government evacuated the Sadan. Th3-precise 
status of the territory south of Wady Halfa 
during the period of M hiist dominion gave 
rise to intcroational que-tions of considerable 
nicety. Was the svzsrainty «f the Sultan of 
Tarkey over the Upper Ni'e basin to be 
regarded as continuing in spite of the iuterrap- 
tion of effective occupation ? Or was the aban- 
doned territory to revert to the cordition of 
“no man’s land” whore finding’ and cong tering 
was keoping? The a swers given to these 
qestions were at once inconclasive and con- 
flicting, saya the “Morning Post”. 

In the early Nineties the following was 
roaghly the situation. By the Anglo-German 


| Agreement of 1890 Great Britain acquired as 


her sphere of inflaence territories which, in 
addition to certain districts bordering upon 
Victoria Nyanza and Lake Albert, virtually 
included the old Bgyptian Equatorial Province. |' 
At that time, however, the effective occupation 
of this territory was out of the question, and 
the area.under Cirect British control was prac- 
tically limited to Uganda. ‘Meanwhile other 


Powers’ were displaying an unmistakable inte- | - 


rest in the valley of the Upper Nile. The 
forces of the Congo Free State had pene- 
trated to the banks of ths river, although the 
éxpedition had bern forced to retire without 


seouring @ permanent footing. It-was al-o be-} 


coming increasingly evident that France enter- 
tained designs in the same direction. Having 


| declined to recognise thé Anglc-German Agree- |. 
ment of 1890, she apparently regardéd herself 


as being at liberty to take possession of any 
part of the territories concerned which had not 
been actually occupied. Under thege circum 
stances the position of the Liberal Government 
was extremely difficult. While reluctant to 
abandon England’s claim to the control. of the 


Upper Nile, they had to reckon with ‘the fact | - 
~ | that the temper of the party would be resolutely 


came to any vespesditics of blood or mony. 
for thepurpose of adding to British territory and 
British responsibilities. Placed in this dilemma 
the Cabiret had recour:e to a device «hich 


‘at least possessed the merit of ingenuity. 
| Their solution of the difficulty lay ia the 


employment of the Congo State as a means 
of counteracting the anibitions of — Frsnoe. 
Accordingly ander the Ang'o-Congolese Agrae- 
ment of May, 1894, Great Britain leased to 
King Leopold. a considerable tract of country 
boinded on the east by the Nile from Lake 
Albert to Fashods, on the north by the 10th 
parallel of North latitade, and on the west by 
the 25th meridian of East longitude, and on” 
the south by the Congo Nile watershed. A. 
glance at the map shows that the - area thos 
described includes the whole ot the district 
known as the Bahr-el-Ghaz:l. The terms of 
lease were as follows : The portion of the leas. 
ed territory lying to the W. of the 30th meri- 
dian of E. longitude was to be held so long-as 
the Congo State shonld remain, as an Ande-> 
pendent State or a Belgian Colony, under King 


Leopold and his successors. Oo the other hand, 
the lease of the portion’ lying to the east of the 
same meridian was to expire on. King’! opold’s 


death. The other provisions of th3 egreement, 
which were subsequently cancelled, need. not 
here be noticed. The eftect ot this arrangement — 
was obvious, In the first place Great Britain 
secured from the Congo State the recognition 
of her sphere of inflaenice as determined by | 
the Anglo-German Agreement of of 1890; aecone'ly, 
and most important, she interposed an appar- 
ently insuperable obstacle between the French 
sphere and the Nile, inasmuch as the country 
to the north of the 10th parallel was sone he 
barred by the Mahdists. 

France, as might be expected, was not die. 
posed to take this reverse lying down. More- 
over, an effective means of agaerting herself was 


‘ opportanely to hand Sha was at the mcment 


engaged in negotiations with King Leopold 
with reference to the frntiér between the 
French and Belgian possessions in the Congo 
Basin. In order, therefore, io obtain a satia- 
factory settlement of the boundary question 


‘| the King of the Belgians was compelled in: 


Angust, 1894, to enter into an agreement 
with France by which he renounced all right 
of occupation ori: flaence in that part ot the 
leased territory which lay. west and north 
5 deg. 30 min. North latitude and the 30th 
parallel of B. longitude. In other words, he 
practically assigned to France the Jesse of all 
the territory comprised in the Anglo-Congo- 
lese Agreement with the exception of the Lado 
enclave. 

_ The next chapter in the story’ deals with 
those relations between France and Great. Bri- 
tain wh'ch are centred in the Fashoda affair. 
In regard to these events, which are still 
fresh in the minds of most people. it ia only 
necessary to point out that the claims pat 
torward by France on tha strength of her 
agreement with the Congo Fres State were 
fiially renounced in yirtve ot the Anglo- 
French Agreement of March, 1899, by which 
she recognired inter alia the paramount tights — 
in the Upper Nile Valley acguired by the 
victors at Omdorman. France hsvirg thas re- 
tired, the relations between the Congo Free 
State on the one hand and Great B:itsin and 
the Sadan on the other still remaiced tobe 
cleated up. 

It the rights in the territories (outside the 
Lado enclave), which had been leased to King 
Leopold unde¢ the. Anglo-Congolese Agree- 
ment of May, 1894, had been assigned to 
Prancein Aagust of the same year, it might 
fairly be argued that under the Anglo-French 
Agreement of 1899 the same rights had been 
reassigned to Great Britain. In’ that case ~ 
the title of the latter as leaseholder would 


| bave been merged-in her position as freehold- 


er. If that. contention has not been pat. for- 
ward by the British Government, it may be 
that they considerei themselves to be éstopped 
hy @ passage ina despatch written in August, 
1898, by the late Lord Salisbary to the British. _ 
Ambassador in Paris, in which, referring to 


ithe Franco-Congole-e Agreement of August, 


1891, he remarks that “hat concéssion on 
his (te, King Leopold’s] part did not dimi- 
nish the significanca of the act as an asser- 
‘ion of her rights by England,” In view of 
his sentence it may no doubt have been 
held that the British Government. was bound 
to regard the original lease as -still contina- 
ing in fall force. 

Be that asit may, it is highly satisfactory 
to lear. that’\the new arrangement .béetw-en 
Gréat Britain ‘and the Congo State has given 
-ffect to a settlement which in logic, if not 
in right, Great Britain had every reason to 
demand. The point of tha agreement, signed. 
last week by Sir Edward Grey and Baron 
van Eetvelde, consists, it would seem, in 
the cancellation of ‘the 1894 lease, not merely 
in. respect of that part of the Bahr-el-Ghazal 
situated to the west of the 30th meridian 
of East longitude, but of the whole of the 
leased area outside the Lado enclave. The 
last-named district will presamably continue 
to -be held on lease by King Leopold until his 
death, after which it will automati 
to Great Britain.

The n3ws of the capsizing of a torpedo-boat 
of the Mediterranean Fleet is, anhappily, con- 
firmed, The information which -is at present 
available is as follows : Torpedo-boats Nos. 68, 
4§, 83, 47 and the Noby with No. 56, left Port 
Said lest night, in the wake of H.M.S. Arro- 
gant, Amethyst, and Thetis, bound-in the 
direction of Malta. There was a besvy sea on 
at the time, and while’ the flotilla was off 
Damietta at about 3 o'clock this morning 
torpedo-boat No. 56, which was being towed 
by H.M.S. Arrogant, fouled the tow rope in 
the storm, and capsized in thirty fathoms of 
water. Of the crew of fifteen, seven were 
drowned, three of the others being severely 
injured. The torpedo-boat was in command of 
Lieut. Addison, who is among the-rescued. 

News of the disaster was conveyed to Port: 
Said by a wireless message from H.M.S. Ame- 
thyst to.H.M.S. Minerva.

WHO IS A BEDOUIN ? 

The Governmént want a satisfactory defini- 
tion of a Bedouin for the following reason. 
Ever since the ‘days of Mehemet Ali, the 
Bedonins have been exempted from the obliga- 
tion of military service. For many reasons it 
would be extremely undesirable to take away 
from them their privilege in this respect, which - 
they priza very highly. A practical difficulty, 
however, has arisen. in deciding who is and 
wlio is not a Bedovin. A census of the Bedouins 
was made more than halfa century ago, bot 
it was originally very imperfect, and is now 
of little use, because large nambers of Bedouins 
and their families have come into Egypt since 
it was made. Moreover, some of the records 
-of this censas appear to have been destroyed. 
Under these circumstancés, it was decided, 
after some lengthy discussions, to accept the 
certificates of the Omdehs’ and Sheikhs on the 
suhjact of Bedouin origin. There ie, however, -

At-a meet- 
ing of the.Paris -Académie des Sciences, held 
on April 2nd, Professor Lortet told the story 
of his researches in greater detail. Some months 
ago the anthorities of the Louvre museums 
became the possessors ‘of fuur canopid vares 
said to contain tha viscera of Rameses. The 
vaser, which are of blce enamel, have on-their 
sides beautifully worked cartouches represent: 
ing the names and attributes of the famons 
king. On exsmining the contents, with the 
he!p of Professors Hogounerg, Renaud, and 
Rigaud, M. Lortet found that three of.the 
vases were filled with ‘fine strips of linen closely 
stack together with natron and aromatic resi- 
nong substances, reddish in colour, in which 
probably the stomach, intestine, and liver were 
wrapped ‘These viscera, however, were repre- 
sented only by some granular material of 
indeterminable structure, mixed with a large 
qnantity of natron. The fourth vase, the lid of 
which was surmounted by a jackal’s ‘head, 
contained the heart.The organ was transfurmed 
into atnoval shaped plate, about § centimetres 
in length by 4 in breath. The sabstance of the 
heart had become of homy hardness, and in 
dividing it the saw had to be used ; then, with 
s razor, sections were made of sofficient fine- 
ness to allow of examination with the micro- 
yoope. [n this way it was found that the horny 
substance was composed cf musculer fibres 
which were perfectly recognizabl; and weré 
interlaced in bandles, as is the case in the 
cardiac muscle. As this arréigement is not seen 
in any ather part of the body but the tongue, 
and the lattey organ is visible in the mummy 
of Ramece3 preserved at Cairo, it was concladed 
that the material found in the canopic vase 
was the heart, flattened and transformed into 
a horny substance owing to.its having been 
embedded in natron for three thousand one 
hundred and sixty-four years. Notwithstanding

Ea réalité, la tenne n’a pas é'é manvaise, csr | 
en somme il y a eu du sontien, mais entrain 
& fait défaut et c'est plutét le calme quia été | 
la note dominante, avec des fluctuations dans 
les prix, trop pea importa: tes pour pouvoir 
animer les affairee.
